This release sees higher than usual revisions in late August 2021, as the 16 week imputation 
retention threshold passes through this period. Increased lags in reporting in lockdown 
areas, in addition to higher than usual variability around the end of the financial year 
contributed to some over-imputation, which is now being removed as more complete data 


is received. 


Users should exercise caution when referring to estimates across late August 2021.
